The foliowing compilation of Brief outlines of the Library's 
scheme of classification = Some decisions in the application 
of the system — fhe work of the Shelf Division — 4s§ an attempt 
to present, in a brief form, study outlines of the work of the 


Chief Classifier and the above Division. 


The outlines of classification include, besides the B.P.I. 
main classes, those of Dewey which are more familiar to students 


of library economy.

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Note 


The original decimal plan of arrangement of the shelves in the Library was 
devised by Dr. Nathaniel Bradstreet Shurtleff, a Trustee of the institution, 
1852-1868. 

The building on Boylston Street, which was completed in 1858, shelved its 
larger collection in the Upper Hall. This Hall was opened to the public in 186], 
and contained 74,000 volumes. Upon the death of Joshua Bates (Sept. 24,1864) 
who was the Library's first great benefactor, this Hall was styled Bates Hall. 
It was surrounded by three tiers of lateral alcoves, thirty on either side. These 
alcoves were 9 feet wide, 14 feet deep and twelve feet high. The shelves were 
nonadjustable. 

Looking down the Hall, from the Delivery desk at its south end, the ten 
alcoves on the left side of the Hall, comprising tier 1, were numbered 21-30. 
The 21st alcove was in the southwest corner, and the 30th alcove was in the 
northwest corner. The alcoves on the right, in tier 1, were numbered 31-40, 
alcove 31 being in the northwest corner, 40 was in the a eee corner. In 
tier two, left, over the 21530 group, were alcoves 41-50: tier 3 on the same 
side, contained alcoves 61-70. On the right, above the 31-40 group, tier 2 
included alcoves 51-60: above on the top, or third tier were alcoves 71-80. 

The sixty alcoves were thus divided into six series of ten alcoves each. 
Each alcove was divided into ten ranges, and each range into ten shelves. The 
shelves were so numbered that the figures in the place of hundreds denoted the 
alcove: the figures in the place of tens, the ranges: the figures in the place 
a the shelves. For instance, a book numbered 35/9/9/ was on the ninth 


shelf, of the 9th range, of the 35th alcove. A book on shelf 7599 was two 


floors above in the same relative position. 
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Alcoves 21-40, Tier 1, on either side, were the key alcoves to the 
complementary alcoves in the tiers above. They were allotted to the following 
Classes of books:
